Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1962. 

The  year  saw  little  of  note  in  the  realm  of  Infectious 
Diseases  but,  the  ripples  set  up  by  several  outbreaks  of  smallpox 
elsewhere  in  the  country  lapped  very  gently  over  the  shores  of  the 
Urban  District  and  there  was  some  demand  for  vaccination  at  a  time  when 
supplies  of  vaccine  lymph  could  not  reasonably  be  diverted  from  reserves* 

The  only  indirect  contact  with  these  outbreaks  arose  when  a  local  man  was 
a  hotel  contact  of  a  suspected  case,  and  he  was  kept  under  supervision  after 
vaccination  until  his  family  in  W imborne  were  vaccinated*  This  is  one 
small  example  of  the  accepted  modern  method  of  controlling  smallpox 
outbreaks,  which  is  to  concentrate  upon  the  vaccination  as  quickly  as 
possible  of  close  contacts,  then  less  close  contacts,  and  so  on  until 
distant,  rather  remote  possible  contacts  are  finally  vaccinated,  at  t^e 
same  time  resisting  as  strongly  as  possible  the  demand  for  mass 
vaccination  which  invariably  arises. 

The  Sabin  oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis,  a  triumph 
of  vaccine  therapy,  became  available  in  February  and  despite  the  unfounded 
suspicions  which  attended  the  introduction  of  the  Salk  vaccine  in  this 
country  which  might  have  been  expected  to  attend  the  use  of  a  live 
vaccine,  the  new  vaccine  was  immediately  welcomed  and  has  proved  very 
successful*  It  is  remarkable  that  a  few  parents  still  adamantly  refuse 
to  have  their  children  protected  against  poliomyelitis,  even  by  this 
Very  attractive  means. 

The  effect  of  immunisation  with  the  triple  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough  has  achieved  a  quiet 
revolution  reflected  in  the  gratifying  infrequency  with  which  whooping 
cough  is  notified  and  the  entire  absence  of  notifications  of  diphtheria 
or  tetanus. 


In  i960  lung  cancer  claimed  four  victims  and  this 
figure  remained  constant  for  both  1961  and  1962.  Present  indications 
are  that  the  trend  will  be  upward.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY 

This  is  situated  at  Boscombe  and  provides  an  excellent 
bacteriological  service. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

The  County  Council  provided  an  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  in 
Vimborne  every  week,  though  the  severe  restrictions  on  availability  of 
premises  enforced  an  unpopular  day  for  the  clinic. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  County  Home  Help  Scheme  provided  a  service  in  Vimborne  and 
surrounding  district  which  is  much  in  demand  and  continually 
expanding.

No  action  became  necessary  und^r  the  above  Acts  though  continuing 
supportive  supervision  and  help,  both  voluntary  and  official, 


was  necessary  in  the  case  of  an  elderly  woman  who  was  thereby 
enabled  to  continue  in  occupation-  of  her  home. 

The  "Meals  on  ’Wheels”  and  "Home  Help"  services  provided  by  the 


County  Council  demonstrated  their  great  value  in  this  case,  without 
then  it  would  almost  certainly  have  become  necessary  to  remove  this 
elderly  person  to  an  institution. 


WATER  SUPHZ. 


Details  have  been  given  in  previous  reports  and  no  significant 
changes  have  occurred.  Five  samples  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  revealed  satisfactory  results. 


SEWERAGE 

As  the  main  drainage  scheme  progressed  Notices  were  served  in 
appropriate  oases  for  the  conversion  of  insanitary  pail  closets, 
some  of  which  were  dealt  with  under  the  Shop  Acts. 


GLEAN  AIK  ACT 

Twenty  four  visits  to  premises  were  made  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  four  informal  notices  served,  two  verbal  and  two  written,  and 
four  contraventions  remedied. 


HOUSING. 

The  remaining  houses  in  the  slum  clearance  programme  were  demolished, 
during  the  year,  ten  of  them  in  Owners*  default. 

In  December  a  further  seven  houses  were  included  in  a  new  Clearance 
Area. 


OVERCROWDING.
